Bhould be a public recogn ition and celebration of the com ­ 
pletion of the sta te’s first quarter century. 


T he Colorado Springs cham ber of com m erce should be 
first to m ove in the m atter. 
A special com m ittee should 
b e appointed at once, and it should 
co-operate w ith 
sim ilar com m ittees from D enver, Pueblo, Cripple Creek 
and other cities of the state, to arrange the details of a 
proper celebration. 
P ossib ly it would hr a good plan 
for. th is cham ber to issue a circular letter to sim ilar organi 


nations callin g their attention to the m atter and su ggest­ 
in g a conference. 


The grow th and progress of Colorado in the past 25 
years w ill afford num erous suggestions for the proper 
celebration of such an anniversary, and the occasion could 
be m ade a m ost in terestin g and profitable one in many 
w ays. 
If Colorado Springs does not m ove first in the m at­ 
ter, som e other city undoubtedly will. 


A FIRST CLASS CITY. 


T 


HE FORMAL PROCLAMATION of Governor Or­ 
man, issued late on Friday, is the m ost important 
form ality in the change of this city's civic con­ 
dition and m akes it certain that at the com ing 
spring election th is city w ill be organized according to the 
state law relatin g to a city of the first class. 


T he changes in our city organization resulting from 
this transfer have already been explained in these colum ns, 
and w ill become fam iliar to all our citizens in the course 
of the next few w eeks. 
The number of the wards will 
continue the sam e at least until after election, and as the 
law provides that there s'naii be oniy one alderm an for 
each ward, it follow s that there will bo no alderm en elect­ 
ed in Colorado Springs th is year, and Messrs. M cIntyre, 
H aw ks, St. John, B anning and Madden will constitute 
the new city council until such tim e as new wards are ad­ 
ded to the city, not to exceed eight In all. 


No other city officer w ill hold over. 
The m ayor, city 
clerk, city treasurer, city attorney and city engineer are 
to be elected by the people, and in addition a new officer, 
the city auditor. 
The city m arshal, who has heretofore 
been elected by the people w ill hereafter be appointed 
by the m ayor w ith the consent of the council and d esig­ 
nated as chief of policc and the polieem en w ill be appointed 
in the sam e way. 
The police m agistrate w ill be elected 
by the council instead of by the people as at present. 


Under the new law the m ayor w ill have the power to 
reto all resolution s or contracts in volvin g the expenditure 
of m oney, and all ordinances, but these m ay be passed over 
his veto by a two thirds vote of the council. 


In other w ays the pow er of the city governm ent is 
increased and m ade m ore effective, but the m ain changes 
have already been m entioned. 
The object of these changes 
is to increase the value of the city organization to the 
people, and to utilize the larger powers that result from 
increasing population. 
W ith proper interest in - it/ affairs 
by the people th.e first-class schcm c of governm ent w ill 
do th is, but it ought alw ays to be remem bered that no 
system of governm ent can be so planned that it w ill run 
itself. 
The intelligen t, constan t interest of the people is 
the prim e requisite for good city governm ent under any 
form , and in the lon g run the quality of governm ent we 
have w ill be the expression of the popular character and 
Etandards.

In th e present case it may be urged in behalf of Sena­ 
tor T eller and his friends that they are sincere in their 
b elief that the passage of the chip subsidy bill would be an 
extravagant votin g aw ay of the national m oney, that it 
w ould be productive of evil in various other w ays, and 
th at it w ould fail to accom plish the objects sought to be 
secured by th is bill. 
It m ay be further alleged that be­ 
liev in g as th ey do about th is m atter, Senator Teller and 
h is associates not only have the righ t but it m ust be 
their duty to oppose the bill by every m eans in their 
pow er, even to the exten t of em p loying the "courtesy 
of the sen ate” to prevent a vote upon it. 


B u t on th e other hand it is to th e m ajority senators that 
1b com m itted the duty and the resp onsibility of carrying on 
the affairs of the governm ent. 
If they believe that the 
com m ercial in terests of the nation require th e expendi­ 
ture of a certain am ount of m oney in encouraging Am eri­ 
can ship building and the carrying trade, th ey have a 
righ t to expect th at after a fair and reasonable am ount 
• f discu ssion, the m inority sh all yield at least so far as to 
perm it of a vote upon a m easure for w hich the m ajority 
WiN be held accountable before the people. 


A n y other view than this strikes at th e foundation of 
free governm ent, w hich is the principle of m ajority rule. 
If a m inority in th e senate possesses and excrcises the 
rig h t to prevent the passage of any legislation to which, 
fo r any reason, it is not w illin g to give its consent, then 
th e operations of the governm ent are dependent upon the 
w ill of th e m inority, and the conduct of public affairs be­ 
com es a question of the tact, discretion and patriotism 
w ith w h ich the m inority exercises its pow er of obstruction. 


T h e dangers of such a system are se lf evid en t, and 
i t -ought n o t to be allow ed to exist. 
It has existed only 
because th e m inority as a rule exercises its privilege w ith 
reason and good sense. From tim e to tim e cases occur like 
th e presen t one, in w hich it does not do so, and these ex ­ 
pose th e w rong of th e system . 
The U nited S tates senate 
1b on e of the few leg isla tiv e bodies of the world that 
possess no rule for th e closure of debate, but its am end­ 
m en t in th is particular w ill depend upon the exten t to 
w h ich th e m inority sin s again st the public w elfare and 
th e sp irit of free governm ent. 
Senator T eller probably 
understands where th e dead line is as w ell as any one 
and he cou n ts upon th e conservatism of the sen ate and the 
probability th at it w ill n ot happen again righ t aw ay, to 
m ake h is p olicy o f opposition an entire success in the 
presen t case 


The general assembly should not allow either preju­ 
dice or favoritism to influence it in arranging for a fair 
and equitable assessment of all property in 
the 
state. 
Property of the same kind should be assessed by the same 
taxation power, and any other system is manifestly unjust 
Bind will breed distrust of the entire revenue measure and 
■will create unnecessary trouble and litigation in its ep 
forcem ent

T his is an im portant business m atter 
and one which every resident can aid in prom nin g. 


H E MOST IM PORTANT m easure before th e state legislatu re is the M ontgom ery reven ue bill. 
T h at 
bill 
contem plates a com plete and radical revision of the entire revenue system of the state. 
T hat m ore reven ue 
is required to carry on th e b usiness of the state no one questions and that it should be raised by a 
m ore equitable distribution of th e burdens of taxation than ex ists at the p resen t tim e is equally cer­ 
tain. 
But this m easure m akes som e new and radical departures in the taxation of property and th e legislators 
should be quite certain that all property of th e sam e cla ss is equally and fairly treated. 
T h ey should also bear 
in m ind th at w hile it is essen tial to raise m ore revenue it is equally im portant not to retard d evelop m ent or d is­ 
courage new business enterprises at such a vital tim e as the present in the industrial affairs of our state. 
A fter 
eigh t years of terrible business stagn ation th is State has ju st entered upon the up-grade of in d u strial and com ­ 
m ercial grow th and to unjustly or th ou gh tlessly or foolish ly interfere w ith that grow th w ill be little less th an 
a crim e and one w hich the political party responsible for w ill not recover from in m any a long year. 
The spur and the 
lash w hich are being applied in som e quarters to pass th is m easure w ith all of its im perfection s and errors should 
be disregarded by every honest m em ber of the legislatu re and every provision of th is bill should be debated 


and considered m ost thoroughly before it is adopted. 


The legislators should rem em ber that th ey are 
changing a system of taxation which has been in force in 
th is sta te for tw enty-five years and w h ich w as copied from the best m odels of law s in force in the older sta tes at 
the tim e o f its adoption. 
It is no lig h t or trivial m atter w ith w hich th ey have to deal and if it requires the w h ole 
balance of th e session to adjust th e provisions of th is bill so as to m ake it equitable to all property and in terests 
sought to be taxed by its provisions, surely the tim e could not be better or m ore profitably spent. 


W ith capital once m ore just b eginnin g to flow into th is state, w ith our w ealth y citizen s pouring out their m oney 
into all legitim ate b usiness enterprises, w ith new railroads, new electric lines, new factories, new sm elters and 
new industries of all kinds sp rin gin g up on every hand Colorado cannot afford to be afflicted w ith any experi­ 
m ental revenue m easure, or one th a t is Inconsistent., inequitable or need lessly burdensom e in its provisions. 


N either should the general assem bly be influenced in any of its actions by the sm all p olitical sp ites or per­ 
sonal prejudices of any of its m em bers in fixing an equitable tax upon any particular kind of property. 


Property of sim ilar kind should be placed under the control of the sam e assessin g pow er and noth in g should 
cause the legislatu re to deviate one iota from this sound principle. 
A ny other attem pt w ill lead 
into 
confusion, 
p artiality, litigation , n u llity of th e law and u n con stitu tton ality of the act. 


The first consideration should be to m ake all taxes as lig h t as possible. 
The second to so shape legislation 
that not the sligh test discrim ination sh all exist in th e taxation of all property. 
T he third th at no burdensom e 
tax shall be im posed upon enterprises w hich are n ecessary to 
the 
developm ent and future grow th of 
the 
state. 
The fourth that the m easure shall com prehend the entire state in its scope and not try to punish or reward 
any particular interest in any particular section of the state. 


N o desire to m ake political or other capital should influence the legislators in this im portant work. 
W hen 
th is bill becom es a law it should be in such shape th a t it can stand upon the statu te book for the n ext tw en ty- 
five years w ithout need of any m aterial change in its provisions.

Some of the critics of the administration seem to for­ 
get that President McKinley was re-elected and a Republi­ 
can congress continued in power for the purpose of run­ 
ning things in a Republican way. If the advice of Messrs. 


ew and Jones had commended itself to the American 
BfBjne, Bryan would now be the president-elect. 


CHANGE has been m ade in the course of study at 
Yale w hich will receive general 
attention 
from 
those interested in higher education 
throughout 
the country. 
The new arrangem ent is based upon 
the idea that it is otten possible for a student who is better 
prepared or better equipped m en tally than the average, 
to finish the college course in less tim e than the four years 
tfsaally required. 
A t Yale and elsew h ere it has alw ays 
been possible for a student to enter an upper class by pass­ 
ing the required exam ination, or by th e sam e m eans to 
acquire an advanced stan din g after entrance, thus in a 
sense com pleting the course and obtain ing a degree in 
three years, tw o years or even one year. But the new order 
w ill hereafter perm it a stu dent in one of the three upper 
classes at Yale who is sufficiently equipped to anticipate 
a part of the w ork of the class in which he is enrolled by 
passin g an exam ination therein at the beginning of the 
year, and to have an equivalent num ber of hours counted 
in his favor toward the total num ber of six ty hours a week 
for each year which are required to get a degree. 
The 
w ay in which the arrangem ent m ay w ork is thus explained 
by a m em ber of the faculty: 


“H eretofore a num ber of m en have been adm itted to 
the freshm an class who were especially well prepared in 
som e subjects and quite able to om it th e course in those 
subjects offered to their class and pass on at once to the 
advanced course in the subjects offered to sophom ores. 
Under the new plan these m en w ould be encouraged to at 
once anticipate that part of their freshm an year’s work 
by an exam ination , gettin g credit for 
so 
m any 
hours 
tow ard the total of sixty, and be adm itted at once to an 
advanced course, for instance, in one of the m odern lan ­ 
guages or in m athem atics. 
A nother sm all class of men 
com e to college w ell prepared, and able and w illin g to 
do m ore than th e su ccessive w ork each class calls for, w ith 
a view to attain in g their degree in less than four years. 
Under the new plan th ese m en are en cow aged to a n tici­ 
pate a part of their freshm an year w ork at once, and 
enough of the w ork of later years, during subsequent sum ­ 
m er vacations, to enable them to oom plete th e six ty hours 
w ithin three years. 
T his class of m en 
is 
n ecessarily 
sm all, but m ade up of m ature and earnest stu dents, to 
whom it is a m atter of serious Im portance to com plete their 
course in less than the four years.” 


It w ill be seen from th is statem en t that th e num ber 
of students who w ill be able to avail them selves of the 
short cut to a. degree w ill be com p aratively sm all and 
they are not lik ely to have a m arked effect upon the gen­ 
eral life of th e college. 


The experim ent w ill be an in terestin g one, but it m ay 
w ell be questioned w h ether even in the case o f th e student 
w ho is excep tionally brilliant the resu lt of the new plan 
w ill be entirely satisfactory. 
It is not true th at the value 
of a college course can be sum m ed up in th e facts learned 
during the course, nor in the ab ility to answ er a list of 
questions or to do a fixed am ount of m en tal w ork in a spe­ 
cified tim e. 
There is a great deal in th e co lleg e course 
outside of that, and it is perfectly possib le to crowd the 
student through th e course at such a rate th at it is im pos­ 
sib le for him to get th e train in g and the develop m ent and 
the education for w hich a reasonable am ount of tim e is 
required. The statem en t of a m em ber of th e facu lty speaks 
o f a sm all class of m ature students to w hom it is a m atter 
of serious im portance to com plete their course in less than 
four yearB. 
P ossib ly in excep tional cases the new plan 
w ould be found to work w ell, but ordinarily th e gain in 
tim e would be m ore than com pensated for by the loss 
of other thin gs. 


T he college stu dent who tries to com press th e course 
of a first-class A m erican curriculum into less than four 
years does so on ly by extraordinary efforts. 
He gives up 
all thoughts of am usem ent or recreation, he tak es neither 
holiday nor vacation, too often he sacrifices h is health 
in th e effort to do lour years’ w ork in th ree yea rs’ tim e 
and at the end he has failed to learn th e im portant 
lesson that the greatest am ount of w ork is possib le only 
to th e m an w ho 1b reasonable about h is efforts and h is 
hours. 


The best educated man is not the one who can get 
through the college work in the least amount of time, 
any more than it is the one that receives the highest 
mark, and for that reason the new departure at Yale is a 
concession to a false idea, a lowering of a standard that 
ought to be rigidly maintained by the leading American 
colleges. 


S 


OME COLORADO DEMOCRATS are endeavorin g to 
encourage th e idea th at there are tw o factions in 
the R epublican party of this state. 
A s a m atter 
of fact there is noth in g in th e present political 
situ ation to w arrant such a statem en t, but even if it w ere 
true, w e fail to see how any D em ocrat can find in it any 
partisan 
encouragem ent 
or 
satisfaction . 
F action s 
are 
som etim es dangerous to party success w hen they arise 
from the tyran ny of leaders whom lon g continu ance in 
office has m ade indifferent to the popular w ill, or w hen 
personal rivalries are carried beyond the nom in ating con ­ 
vention to find their ou tlet in treachery in a cam paign. 
B ut differences of opinion, or even ‘‘faction s,’’ in a fair 
use of the word, are in a great m any cases a m ost sa tis­ 
factory evidence of v ita lity and strength, and this is es­ 
pecially true w hen a party is regain in g its forces after 
a period of depression and w eakness. 


W s know of no factions in the ranks of th e R epublican 
party of C olorado, but w e do know of very evid en t sig n s 
of life and grow th, w hich cannot be m istaken, and w hich 
are of h igh est significance for the future of the party in 
this state. 


E vidences of political activity im m ediately follow in g a 
presidential cam paign are unusual, so m uch so as to be 
alm ost unprecedented. 
State election s are not to be held 
for tw o years, congressional election s are equally dis­ 
tant, and oven the county election s do not com e until next 
fall. 
And 
yet 
in 
th e 
three 
m onths 
sin ce 
th e 
last 


election there have been notable develop m ents in the R e­ 
publican ranks and a stren gth en in g of th e party along 
all lin es of progress. 
A notable instance of th is has been 
the tw o banquets recently held in D enver, num erously at­ 
tended from aril parts of the state, and both notably suc- 
oessful. 
C om paratively few persons w ere p resen t a t both 
of 
th ese 
gatherings, 
but 
the 
spirit 
that 
dom inated 
them both w as the sam e, the fepirit th at m akes It th e chief 
object of political action to secure R epublican success, the 
sp irit th at w ill spare no effort to accom plish th at result 
for the w elfare and the credit of the state. 


There is a story told concerning one of th e great bat­ 
tles of the A m erican civil war how flying and defeated 
troops were rallied by a brave leader and o f how the cry 
of “W e’re going b ack !” brought renew ed courage and 
becam e the forew ord of victory.

studied these people, their custom s and their m ode of 
thought.

"W ith the island of Panay becom ing A m ericanized 
at th e rate of fifteen hundred a day, th e end is in sigh t. 
D ivested of the support from the tow ns, the bands of in ­ 
surgents that still ex ist m ust languish and disintegrate, 
and w hen they can no longer operate, the n ative scouts 
and police can soon (and w ith m uch delight) w ipe out 
the other bane— the ladrones, or robbers. 
T hen th e few 
rem aining problem s w ill rapidly solve th em selves.” 


The exam ple of Panay can scarcely fail to have a very 
pow erful effect in the other islands. 
W hat Colonel Rice 
has succeeded in doing in P anay is to rem ove th e ign or­ 
ance and m isunderstanding in regard to the A m erican 
purposes and character. 
If th is can also be done in other 
islands a like resu lt m ay be expected. 


MR. TESLA’S DISCOVERIES 


THE PACIFICATION OF PANAY. 


F 


IVE LARGE ISLANDS and numerous smaller ones 
go to make up the middle group of the Philippines 
which is known as the Vieayas. 
In their order 
from west to east these are Panay, Negros, Cebu, 
Leyte and Samar. 
Of these Negros has been from the 
first most friendly towards the AmerloanB, while Panay 
has been particularly hostile in the attitude of its in­ 
habitants. The chief city of the island is Iloilo, and there 
have been numerous dispatches from this place telling 
of the difficulties and delays in the work of pacification. 


It is therefore with especial satisfaction that the war 
department at Washington has received the news that 
the natives of Panay are taking the oath of allegiance 
in large numbers and that the island is now practically 
pacified. The method by which this result was secured is 
especially instructive. Accounts agree fcjiqt It was due in 
large measure to the wisdom of Col. Edmund Rice of the 
26th infantry, who was stationed on this Island. Col. Rice 
has made it a point since reaching the island to do every­ 
thing in his power to restore civil government and to 
govern the island by civil law rather than by military 
force. In doing this he acted contrary to the opinion of 
many with whom he was associated, but the result has 
abundantly demonstrated that he was right. 


For a long time the natives refused to Tespond to 
friendly overtures. 
They had no faith in the promises 
of the Americans, they were misled by the wild promises 
of the insurgent leaders and they dreaded with good 
reason the vengeance that would fall upon all known to be 
friendly to the Americans. From time to tint« elections 
were ordered to be held in some of the pueblos but the 
report would come, "No one here cares tjo take tfee neces­ 
sary oath of allegiance to the United States government." 
Ob October 30, 1600, the commander of the ctrole of Jaro 
reported ‘‘that not even the three residents necessary to 
act as election judges were obtainable.” 


But finally the constant tact and frientfttaeis of Col­ 
onel Rice and his subordinate officers began to have their 
due effect 
On November 22 one of the native. leaders 
named LeDesma decided to take tke oath of allegiance 
and within the next SO days is the islejnd of Panay 25,884 
Filipino natives had taken the oath of allegiance and 
loyalty to the United States.

Mr. T esla's laboratory east of th is city has been an 
object of interest to the curious for m any m onth s past 
and the reports that have gone forth regarding the w on­ 
derful discoveries have aw akened a liv ely desire to learn of 
their exten t and detail from tho inventor him self. 


U n fortunately for the curious reader, Mr. T esla does 
not p ossess, or if he possesses he does not exercise, the art 
of conveyin g exact and com plete inform ation. 
W e learn 
from th is article th at in th is laboratory, w hich Mr. T esla 
describes as being located “in the Colorado m ountains,'’ 
he has produced currents of excep tional force and volum e, 
that he expects to be able to com m unicate w ith ou t w ires 
to any part of the earth, and that he th in k s he w ill be 
able to furnish electric pow er at a distance also w ithout 
w ires. 
As for the m ost m arvelous part o f his discovery 
w e understand that Mr. T esla has detected certain electric 
im pu lses for w hich he can assign no earthly cause and that 
he is com m itted to the theory that th ey are the resu lt 
of in telligen t action from som e point outside th e earth. 
Further than th is Mr. T esla expresses his ab ility to con­ 
stru ct an apparatus capable of returning an answ er to 
thase com m unications. 


A ll these th in gs are in terestin g as 
far 
as 
they 
go. 
W e know of no good reason w hy th ey should not be 
true, and it w ould moBt certainly be a m ost difficult task 
to dem onstrate tbeir falsity. 
Mr. Tesla does not, 
it 
is 
true, adopt th e m ethods that have com m ended them selves 
to som e other scien tists in m aking know n th e resu lts of 
his experim ents, but that is his affair. 


P ossib ly the m ost satisfactory part of his article is that 
in w hich he in tim ates th at in the near future he w ill re­ 
turn to his Colorado Springs laboratory and resum e the 
w ork that has attracted such w ide attention . 


A ST R A N G E C O IN C ID EN CE .

It is a sin gular coincidence that w hen a tow n or city 
has an active and en th u siastic organization of its business 
m en th at tow n or city is a grow ing one. 


H ow do you account for this? 
For instance the cham ber of com m erce of Colorado 
Springs has enrolled 63 new m em bers w ithin tw o w eeks, 
and now num bers over 300 persons. Colorado Springs w as 
o rigin ally on ly a sort of supply point for the M anitou re­ 
sort, but its business m en took hold of its lim ited possi­ 
b ilities, and, despite its poor location and wretched w inter 
clim ate, have been d riving it ahead w ith such pluck and 
p ersisten ce th at th ey w ould not let up even in th e hard 
tim es. 


Strangely enough, It w as the only tow n in th e state 
that did any building during those hard tim es. 


H ow do you account for this? 
In m est tow ns w hen there is a m eetin g o f th e b u si­ 
ness m en’s organization th e first half hour is sp en t in 
w aitin g for tardy m em bers to arrive. 


The second h alf hour is spent in prelim inaries. 
B y 
th at tim e it is 9 o ’clock, and those first on the' ground are 
b eginnin g to go hom e. 


In th e third half hour the subject or subjects in hand 
are h a stily referred to com m ittees and th u s got rid of, 
and after listen in g to a lon g w inded 
ta lk 
from 
som e 
theoH zer, w hom th e chairm an is too courteous and com ­ 
plaisant to interrupt, th e m eetin g adjourns. 


T hat is th e average m eetin g of th e “Board of T rade,” 
of "Chamber of Com m erce,” In Podunk and E asyville, but 
at Colorado Springs it is different. 
T he object th ere is 
n ot to have a m eetin g, but to "get th ere” w ith som e propo­ 
sition for th e good of th e com m unity, and th e m eetin g is 
on ly a m eans to an end. 


B y som e inexp licab le and 
puzzling 
coincidence the 
tow n h as been grow ing u n til it is th e third city in th e state 
and is righ t up to the fron t huB o f th e second city and a l­ 
m ost tou ch in g its sin gle-tree, and sh ow in g a determ ination 
-not to tak e its d u st m uch longer. 


How do you account tor this? 
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Prentiss at Shiloh. 


(St. Louis G lobe-Dem ocrat.) 


Som e m yth s are connected w ith nearly 
every great battle. 
Shiloh has more 
than its share. 
The first accounts of 
the fierce struggle contained several 
leading inaccuracies. 
H istory has con­ 
ceded that the attack w as a surprise. 
B ut the usual conception is that, the en­ 
tire U nion arm y w as pounced upon at 
the sam e instant and barely had tim e 
to form a line. 
T hat sort of universal 
surprise could not have happened, for 
the cam ps were a series w ith intervals 
betw een, and som e m uch nearer the 
river than others. A s General P ren tiss’ 
division w as m issing at the end of the 
first d a y ’s fighting, the 
story 
w ent 
forth that that "portion of the arm y had 
been caught in their ten ts and taken 
prisoners early in the morning-. 
But 
General Grant, in an article contrib­ 
uted to the Century w ar papers, de­ 
scribes exactly w hat happened to P ren­ 
tiss. 
The attack began at 5:30 in the 
morning. 
In one of 
the, 
backward 
m oves. G rant says, “G eneral P rentiss 
did not fall back w ith the others. T his 
left his flanks exposed, and enabled 
the enem y to capture him, w ith about 
2,200 of his officers and men. 
General 
Badeau gives 4 o’clock of the 6th as 
about the tim e this capture took place. 
He m ay be right as to the tim e, but 
my recollection is that it was an hour 
later. 
General P rentiss him self gave 
the hour as 5:30. 
I w as w ith him, as I 
w as w ith each of the division com ­ 
m anders that day, several tim es, and 
my recollection is th at the last tim e I 
w as w ith him w as about 4:30, w hen his 
division w as standing up firmly, and the 
general w as as cool as if expecting v ic­ 
tory.” 


But the story as originally published 
becam e fixed in the popular mind, and 
w herever the late General P rentiss went 
after the war he w as asked to relate 
how he and his division were pulled out 
of their blankets at daybreak and sta rt­ 
ed on the road to C onfederate prisons. 
General Grant says on this p n in f 
“If 
it had been true, as currently reported 
at that tim e, and yet believed by thou­ 
sands of people, that P rentiss and his 
division had been captured 
in their 
beds, there would not have been an all- 
day struggle, w ith the loss of thousands 
killed and wounded on the Confederate 
side.” 
In another o f the century w ar 
papers General Beauregard says: "E x­ 
actly at 6 a. m. P ren tiss’ whole d iv is­ 
ion was under fire, and the battle 
of 
Shiloh began in earnest." The Confed­ 
erate arm y had been set in m otion at a 
a. m., and the first collision, as General 
Beauregard states, w as w ith "five com ­ 
panies of Prentiss' division, dispatched 
well to the front of General Prentiss, 
of his own motion, as early as 3 a. m. 
But for this incident, due solely to the 
intelligent, soldierly forethought of an 
officer not trained to the business of 
war, the whole Federal front would 
have been struck w holly unaw ares, for 
nowhere else had such prudence been 
show n.” 


General Beauregard states in his ar­ 
ticle that Prentiss w as captured after 
eleven hours 
of continuous 
fighting. 
About 5 p. m.. he w rites, the ''indom i­ 
table force w hich under P rentiss still 
contested the field w as being environed 
on its left by brigades from the d ivis­ 
ions of Breckinridge. 
Cheatham 
and 
W ithers in that quarter. 
It rem ains 
to be said that P ren tiss w as equally 
encom passed on the other flank by a 
part of R uggles' division, together w ith 
som e of Polk’s corps. T hus surrounded 
on all sides, that officer, w hose division 
had been the first to com e into collision 
w ith us that morning, stou tly keeping 
the field to the last, w as now forced to 
surrender In person, just after 5:30 p. 


and w ith some 2,200 officers and 
men." 
H ere is the truth of what P ren­ 
tiss and his division did at Shiloh, as 
related by the com m anding generals of 
both arm ies in papers w ritten long after 
the close of the war, when all reports 
had been sifted. 
The story of Prentiss 
at Shiloh is one of splendid Am erican 
heroism and endurance. 


Democratic Filibustering. 


(Omaha Bee.) 


There are but 21 more legislative days 
of the F ifty-sixth congress. 
Much im ­ 
portant legislation is pending, includ­ 
ing som e of the appropriation bills. 
It 
is probable that the F ifty -sev en th con­ 
gress will be called in extra session 
if the proposed legislation is not en­ 
acted. 
The R epublicans are anxious 
to avoid an extra session and are press­ 
ing for action on the various m easures, 
but the senate D em ocrats are im ped­ 
ing progress by filibustering. 
Although 
they know th at every Republican m eas­ 
ure before congress w ill u ltim ately be­ 
come law, they are em ploying dilatory 
tactics to defeat action upon som e 
of 
them at the present session, at the risk 
of com pelling the convening of the next 
congress in extraordinary session. 


In this situation the R epublicans of 
the senate decided to hold night se s­ 
sions for consideration 
of 
the ship 
subsidy bill. 
There is nothing unusual 
in this action, but It w as vehem ently 
denounced by D em ocratic senators, the 
leader of the m inority. Mr. Jones of 
Arkansas, declaring it to be an effort 
to throttle free speech. 
Senator A id- 
rich pointed out the absurdity of this, 
sayin g th at the R epublicans are per­ 
fectly w illing to have every m easure 
fully and freely debated, but they ask 
the m inority to perm it a vote to be 
taken after full discussion shall have 
been had. 
"We ask you,” said Mr. 
Aldrich, "that according to all tradi­ 
tions and precedents of the senate you 
will allow a vote to be taken on the 
m easure. There never has been a m eas­ 
ure which m et the approval of a m ajor­ 
ity of the senate that w as killed as 
you propose to kill this bill. 
You can 
filibuster the m easure to death if you 
will, but heretofore there has alw ays 
been a self-respect on the part of the 
m inority w hich has prevented it from 
abusing the rules of the senate to kill 
legislation by refusing to consider It or 
by talking it to‘ death.” 
L egitim ate 
opposition to their m easures the Repub­ 
licans do not object to, but they prop­ 
erly in sist th at the will of the m ajor­ 
ity should prevail and th at the tactics 
of the m inority to defeat that w ill is 
not fair opposition. 


The D em ocrats of the sen ate can­ 
not escap e*the charge of filibustering, 
though som e of 
them 
resented it. 
Senator Chandler cited tw o Instances 
in support of the charge and said that 
as notice had been given that the ship 
subsidy bill would be defeated by fili­ 
bustering the only th in g for the m a­ 
jority to do w as to accept the chal­ 
lenge. 
U ndoubtedly the night sessions 
will be continued to the end of con­ 
gress if the D em ocrats m aintain their 
present attitu de. 
W hether or not this 
expedient w ill enable the m ajority to 
secure action on the ship subsidy bill 
depends upon 
the 
endurance of the 
m inority, w hich m ay be expected to 
em ploy every resource at its comm and 
to defeat the measure. 


Joined to H is Idols. 


(St. Louis Globe-Democrat.) 


The line on which the fight between 
the two sections of the Democracy is to 
be waged is made plain by Mr. Bryan. 
He declares in the Commoner that “the 
Populists came to the Democratic par­ 
ty when the reorganisers abandoned 
it,” and he says that “what is true of 
the Populists is also true of the Silver 
Republicans, who have for four years 
vied with the Democrats in their efforts 
to advance the doctrines set forth in 


plati*rn!" 
He adds 
that it will bo an unfortunate day for 


tho D em ocracy” if there is an y such 
m odification in “the party creed as to 
m ake it less acceptable to our Populist 
and Silver R epublican a llies.” 


T his is a square challenge to C leve­ 
land, Carlisle and the rest of the D em o­ 
crats who w ant to reorganize their par­ 
ty by throw ing such recent leaders as 
Bryan, Altgeld. Stone and Jones outside 
the breastw orks. 
T h at there w ill be a 
fierce fight on this line there can be no 
doubt. 
A ll the m en w ho have led the 
D em ocracy to disaster and discredit 
in the past few years w an t to stick to 
the platform and the leadership w hich 
have been responsible for the party’s 
w oes. T hey are going to fight to m ain ­ 
tain the principles w hich have w on for 
Bryan and his party the support of tho 
P opu lists and 
the other 
non-D em o- 
cratic elem ents w hich supported them . 


A ll this is om inous for the D em oc­ 
racy, and it is of interest to th e enti»o 
country. 
Of course tlte B ryan party 
can have no attraction s for the Silver 
R epublicans hereafter. 
T h at 
element, 
has alm ost all com e back to th e R epub. 
lican party in the p ast two or three 
years. It is safe to sa y th at nine out of 
ten of the m en w ho left the R epubli­ 
cans at the tim e o f the “w alk -ou t” in 
the St. Louis convention of 1896 voted 
the R epublican ticket in 1SOO. 
A lm ost 
the only conspicuous 
personage 
who 
participated in th at revoR w ho is still 
out of the party is Senator Teller, and 
he is likely to be back in it b y 1904. 
The Popu lists have been pretty w ell 
diffused am ong the tw o big parties by 
this tim e. 
T hose who w ent out of the 
Republican party in 1S90-92 at the tim e 
tho Populist organization w as formed 
are nearly all back in the party, w hile 
m ost of those th at w ent from the D e­ 
m ocracy have drifted b ^ k to it in the 
past year or two. 
N evertheless, the 
fact that the m en who are still in con­ 
trol of the m achinery of the D em oc­ 
racy are determ ined to m ake a t least 
one m ore fight along the sam e lines as 
in 1S96 and 1000 carries a portent 
of 
w oes for their party in 1904. 


No Nonsense About Cuba.

w e have paid the w ages of the Cuban! 
soldiers: 
we have becom e responsible* 
for the claim s of A m erican cap italists 
against Spain and we have shed blood 
for the Island. 
If. Mr. T illm an had his 
w ay he would in sist th at the nation 
should warm a viper in 
its 
bosom, 
w hich in tim e w ill turn and stin g it. 
B efore w e get out of Cuba w e m ust 
g et rid of that viper. 
W e cannot per­ 
m it Cuba to m ake all sorts of treaties 
w ith foreign nations. 
N or w ould it be 
w ise to allow a Cuban governm ent to 
start the printing presses and strike 
off m illions of 
bonds. 
T h ese 
bonds 
would be scooped up by G erm any or 
som e other country, and th a t country 
would hold the w hip over the island at 
our very door. 


In the proclam ation of G eneral W ood 
calling upon the people to elect dele­ 
gates to a C onstitutional convention 
it w as stipulated that that convention, 
as a part of its duties, should agree 
w ith the U nited S tates upon the rela­ 
tions to exist betw een the tw o govern­ 
m ents. So far as anyone has been able 
to ascertain the Cuban convention has 
cut loose entirely 
from 
the 
U nited 
S tates and has failed to 
m ake 
any 
proposition w hatever. 
W e cannot ac­ 
cept an y such work, and until w e agree 
upon term s the arm y of the United 
States m ust rem ain in control of the 
island.

The H olland of Today.

Territorially the state 
of 
H olland, 
w hose royal nup tials drew to it today 
the kindly attention of the world, is 
an inconsiderable factor, its area be­ 
ing about equal to that of M assachu­ 
setts and Connecticut, but it is the seat 
of a people who have deserved well of 
civilization, who have a proud history 
and who, in this era of vast em pires, 
are still a factor to be reckoned with. 
A s the hom e of political liberty w hen it 
had no other abiding place in the Old 
W orld; 
as the asylum of enlightened 
exiles: 
as the stubborn warden of Its 
own independence again st gian t coali­ 
tions; as the European 
cockpit, 
In 
which, or near which, 
nearly 
every 
epoch-m aking collision of the nations 
has been decided; as a pioneer in com ­ 
m erce and colonization, and as w e m ay 
add, the founder of our own world m e­ 
tropolis, the great little sta te has had 
an honorably disproportionate share in 
the past o'f m ankind. 


B ecause "the kingdom of the N eth er­ 
lands has been lately In th at path In 
w hich, as has been said, a country hap­ 
pily has no history, and h as appeared 
prom inently only as the theater o f the 
great tribunals for peace am ong the n a­ 
tions, its present im portance is apt to 
be overlooked. 
On land or sea it is 
probably still able to take the m easure 
in hostile operations of any sta te of 
its size and of m any of m uch greater 
pretensions. 
In w ealth and industry 
it has continued its ancien t reputation, 
und although it has a population o f but 
5,000,000, It is still one o f the great 
com m ercial sta tes o f the world, Its com ­ 
bined exports and im ports in 1809 being 
more than $1,300,000,000, or about half 
those of the German empire, w ith a 
population of 60,000,000, and m ore than 
tw ice those of A u stria-H ungary, w ith 
a population of about -50,000,000. 


No nation of the world has been m ore 
fortunate In its colonial adm inistration 
in this generation, and the prince o f the 
p etty German duchy who th is day be­ 
cam e W ilhelm ina’s husband w ill be as­ 
sociated In rule over an over-sea em pire 
w ith a population o f 35,000,000 and an 
area nearly four tim es th a t of F rance’s 
European possessions. 
T he queen has 
behind her a spirited, hom ogenerous, 
enterprising and contented people, w ho 
have not said their la st word In E uro­ 
pean history.

KIDNAPER 


Tas. Callahan Arrested 


As One of the Men. 


STRONG 
EVIDENCE 


Positively Identified by Young Cudahy 


And Also, by Others Connected 
With the Case—Other Circum- 


stances Point to His Guilt. 


Omaha, Feb. 19.—James Callahan, 


charged with complicity In the abduc- 
tion of Edward Cudahy, Jr., is under ar- 
rest here. Callahan was arrested last 
Saturday, but the police have kept the 
fact a secret until today' In the hope 
of securing other arrests. Young Cu- 
dahy has positively identified him as 
the man who accosted h'im near the 
Cudahy residence and forced him into 
a buggy and also as the man who kept 
guard over him at ,the ^Melfose 
hill 


house during the 30 hours he was kept 
a prisoner, pending the negotiations for 
the ransom of {26,000. 


Daniel H. Burrls, who jjold a horse 
and-buggy to two men previous to the 
kidnaping, also identified . Callahan' as 
one of the men with whom he made 
the deal. Marie Larsen, a servant in 
the' employ of J. N. H. Patrick, Iden- 
tified Callahan as the man who rented 
a cottage in Happy Hollow, which the 
bandits abandoned two. weeks before 
the abduction, from her employer. 


Callahan was arrested by Patrolmen 
Ducberry and Buyer, both of whom are 
old acquaintances of the prisoner. They 
knew that he was a close friend of Pat 
Crowe for whom a large reward has 
been offered as the leader in the kid- 
naping. Their suspicions some time ago 
were aroused by remarks dropped by 
Callahan In connection with the dis- 
cussions of thu Cudahy affair:-.'There 
suspicions were communicated to the 
chief of police, who made; a cjuitjt-'but 
thorough Investigation which led to 
Callahan's arrest.

ing me, I can be pretty',, sure that this 
Is the man wanted." 


Callahan , denies absolutely that he 
had anything to do-with the kidnaping 
but admits that.he was a close friend 
to Crowe. He alleges that during the 
time that it is said he spent guarding 
young Cudahy, he was at the home of 
his sister, n Mrs. Kelley, at Poppleton 
avenue and Fifty Third street, which 
is a short distance from tha Melrose 
hill house. 


.Mrs., Kelley tonight .was asked con- 


cerning the whereabouts of Callahan at 
the time of the abduction and Bald the 
day following the deed lie was at her 
home, but- acknowledged that she did 


not know his whereabouts the nlKht be- 
fore. 


Prior, to thfc kidnaping Callahan Is 


said to have been In Crowe's company 
dally. He introduced Crowe as "Mr. 
Johnson" and they took rides dally in 
the vicinity of RUser's park, which -Is 
near where Mr. .Cudahy left the gold 
on the eventfulnlght. 


Tonight the police secured Informa- 
tion which they, expect to lead to tha 
arrest of another man connected with 
the crime. He Is a coachman employed 
by a neighbor of the Cudahys. . The 
chief of police expects 
this man to 


throw additional light on the matter. 


The coachman's name Is John Murta. 
His soti is the man realVy wanted, and 
the elder Mur,ta Is expected to tell of 
his son's .actions at the time of the 
stealing of the boy.

Chief of Police Donahue says, fits mi- 
nutely the- description of man No. 3, 
and Is now the object of search. 
Callahan Is 38 years old and has lived 


In Omaha for several years. He has 
been employed In the packing house of 
the Cudahy Packing company here up 
to three months ago. He has not been 
employed for some time, but the police 
claim he has been spending money 
freely: In 1893 he was given a five- 
year penitentiary sentence for highway 
robbery, but after serving 18 months 
was paroled. Six months later he was 
convicted for stealing and sent back to 
serve the remainder of the sentence. 
Callahan is held as man No. 2. as de- 
scribed In the circular recently sent 
broadcast, 'describing the three men 
supposed to : be the abductors and for 
whom .there Is now a combined reward 
of nearly' $80,000.

IN THE IRISH LANGUAGE 


London, Feb.'19.—Thomas O'Donnell,

KILLED IN A 


KANSAS RAID 


Charge of Murder to Be Made 


Against Four Farmers. 


SHOTGUNS ON BOTH SIDES 


First Victim was a. Woman, Wife of a 


Saloon Keeper in a. Small Town 


Near Leavenworth. 


Leavenworth, Kan.. Feb. 19.—Four 
farmers arrested today for complicity 
In the saloon raid at Mllwood, Kan., 
that resulted In the killing of Mrs. 
Rosa Hudson, 
the bartender's wife, 
have been lodged In the county Jail 
here. Tomorrow the county attorney 
says he will file a complaint against 
them of murder In the first degree. The 
raiders 
are 
John Wtlburn, William 
Thornburg, Andy Wilson and Joe Tur- 
ner. Wllburn Is but 28 years old and 
each of the others Is 26. All but Tur- 
ner are married. 


Back of the alleged raid there Is said 
to have existed a feud of long stand- 
Ing. 
Other arrests may follow. Will- 
iam Webb, who was wounded during 
fusllade Is not seriously hurt. 


Story of the Trouble. 
Kansas City., Feb. 19.—A special to the 
Star from Leavenworth, Kas., says: 


Twenty masked farmers armed with 
shot guns, attempted to raid a saloon In 
Millwood, a small phicc fourteen miles 
north of here, last night, and In the melee 
that followed, Mrs. Rose Hudson, wife 
of the bartender, was instantly killed, her 
head being completely blown oft; William 
Webb, one of the raiders, was shot In the 
arm, and two or three others were slight- 
ly hurt. One hundred shots were tired. 
The saloon was run by Mrs. Michael 
Lochnor. She had been warned to close 
the place by Monday, but refused. 
At 


10 o'clock last night twenty men, all 
armed and wearing handkerchiefs 
for 
masks, approached the saloon. Two of 
the number, Joe Turner and John Wll- 
burn, entered the place and 
ordered 
drinks. Bartender Hudson hud scarcely 
set the glasses on the bar when the men 
gave a signal. Immediately the door wus 
burst open and the masked men rushtd 
Into the place. Half a dozen shot gunu 
were raised to the celling and (lied, appar- 
ently to warn the saloon keeper that they 
meant business, while two men approach- 
ed Hudson and leveled guns. Hudson 
grabbed the barrels of both for an Instant, 
then fell to the floor. The guns were dis- 
charged an he fell, the charge from one 
striking the wall and that from the sec- 
ond piercing the stove. 


Mrs. Hudson rushed to the scene from 
the living rooms In the rear and stood 
in the doorway. She had barely reached 
the spot when a gun was leveled at the 
door and discharged. The shot struck 
her. In the 'forehead above the eyes, and 
she fell mortally wounded. Hudson rush- 
ed to his wife's aide to administer to her, 
but she died before he could carry her 
to another room. During the shooting 
William Webb; one of the raiders, was 
accidentally shot In the arm, and two or 
three others were wounded slightly. A. 
few more shots were flred, but the mob, 
.alarmed at the killing of Mrs.-Hudson, 
quickly loft the place without stopping to 
destroy.the liquors and fixtures. 


Anticipating the attack, HudHon had 
gathered about him ten armed men. They, 
however, taken by surprise, were stam- 
peded and this fact and the killing of 
Mrs. Hudson probably prevented a bloody 
riot. 


The affray lasted but a fow minutes and 


the details were not learned unsil this 
morning, the raiders having gone quickly 
to their homes. 
The members of the 
party are believed to be young farmers 
who live near Millwood. 


MRS. NATION'S REST 


She Passed a Quiet Day in Jail and 


Seems Pleased With the 


Situation. 


Topeka, Kas., Feb. 19.—Mrs. Carrie 
Nation passed a quiet day in Jail. She 
refuses ball and says the Lord wishes 
her to rest for a period. 


Today Mrs. Nation received a mes- 
sage from her brother, a Kansas City 
stock man, asking If she wanted bond. 
She replied: 


"God shall supply all my needs ac- 
cording to His riches In glory. I am 
comfortable and where the Lord wants 
me, my darling." 


"The Lord Is making me take a little 
re»t," remarked the Joint smasher to- 
day to a visitor's question. "So long as 
he let me out of jail I could not be 
quiet and I wore myself out. But you 
see the Lord put me In Jail so that 
others might be Inspired and take up 
the work where I left It. The devil 
has deceived himself if he thinks he put 
me In Jail. It was God who did that." 
"But you think this la a pretty seri- 
ous matter?" 
'Mrs. Nation was busy opening and 
reading her mail. 


"No," she said, smiling, "it's the suc- 
cess of my life.' ' 


"Won't It stop your work? What are 
the people here going to do without u. 
leader?" 


"God Is the leader In this work. I 
am not. Carrie Nation is not the only 
force in Topeku. 
You will llnd that 
out." 


"You have been criticised for making 
disturbance on Sunday." 


Mrs. Nation took up her bible and 
said, as she turned the leaves: 


"God tells us It Is right to do good on 


the Sabbath. The ox was In the ditch 
and I pulled him out. God never laid 
down a law that would obstruct a good 
act. It does not matter that I raised 
a disturbance on the Sabbath. It wus a 
good deed and It justified Itself: This 
storehouse of Moser's that I broke Into 
yesterday Is a reserve that has fed 
every dive In this city. It was the jugu- 
lar vein of the whisky traffic in To- 
peka. I tried to cut the Jugular vein. 
That was right. It was a good deed to 
be done on the Sabbath." 


Mrs. Nation still receives 
requests 


from towns in the west to come and rid 
them of their saloons. She had such a 
letter from a town In Illinois today and 
from the "mothers and sisters of Atchl- 
son, Kas." 


Mrs.-Nation says she will rent a room 


In Topeka as soon as she Is out of jail 
and make Topeka her headquarters. She 
was told that a few of her most radical 
friends were talking about making a 
raid on the county jail to release her 
and her friends. Mrs. Nation sent this 
message to them- 


"If you want to break up something 
break up a few Joints, but don't try to 
break Into jail." 
These words prevented any further 
threats of violence against the county 
authorities.

Resignations of the Suspended Men 


Have Been Requested. 


CAPTAIN PHILLIPS SUSPENDED 


Board is Unwilling1 to Declare the 


Officers Guilty, but Believes 


Resignation Advisable. 


Special to the Gazette. 


Denver, Feb. II).—The Denver police 


board completed Its investigation of 
the charges against certain members 
of the police department this afternoon 
and addressed an open letter to certain 
members asking for their resignation. 
Those who are asked to resign am: Cap- 
tain Martyn, Detectives Carberry, San- 
ders and Mcllduff, Sergeant Mahoney 
and Officer Engle. Captain Phillips Is 
suspended until the further order of the 
board. 


The letter was issued late this after- 


noon and came as a surprise to nearly 
every one. It had been supposed that 
some of those who had heeen charged 
with being corrupt would be exoner- 
ated. 


The suspension of Captain Phillips 
came as a complete surprise to every- 
one because his name had'been men- 
tioned during the investigation only 
once and that was when Captain Mar- 
tyn charged Phillips with being re- 
sponsible tot his (Martyn's) trouble. 
That part of the letter suspending 
Captain Phillips reads as follows: 
"Inasmuch as It is apparent that the 
jealousies and bickerings In the depart- 
ment extend not only to the captains 
of police but to their respective fol- 
lowers on ttie force, which results In 
crippling the efficiency of the depart- 
ment, and believing that the change of 
both captains Is necessary to, restore 
harmony In the department and for 
that reason only It Is therefore ordered 
that said Captain Phillips be and Is 
hereby suspended without pay until 
the further order of this board.•> 
Strife In the Department. 


The letter recites at length the his- 
tory of the ease from the time the 
rumors started, over two years ago, 
until the testimony at the recent in- 
vestigation was all Jh, showing what 
efforts had been mftjl to ^Investigate 
all rumors, and con tlmilns-Hays: 


"After hearing all the-evidence of- 


fered against Bix<-bT 'ttffl officers, there 
was 
sufficient 
e.yideiice, taking the 


rumors Into cohslderatlin, to formulate 
charges against the «tt,'offlcers herein 
named ana a trial was had upon the 
specific charges formulated. The board 
is not Insensible of the fact that much 
of the scandal which has been In cir- 
culation concerning the police depart- 
ment has arisen and Been .fostered 
within the 
police 
department itself 


inoro than from sources without; that 
there have bnen bickerings, petty jeal- 
ousies and unseemly strife, was dis- 
closed by the evidence during the In- 
vestigation. The disclosures upon the 
trial as well as previous 'Impressions 
have led the board to believe that the 
jealousies which have been developing 
between the captains of the police and 


their followers In the department have- 
grown to such magnitude that the pub- 
lic welfare might he subserbo.v by mak- 
ing changes In the captains of police. 
In view of tho foregoing facts the board 
finds as follows: 


"First—That the testimony introduced 
before flip board against the above- 
named officers Is so conflicting and 
emanates 
from 
such 
questionable 


sources that we are unwilling to say 
that they or uny of them are guilty 
of the charges under which they wcro 
tried.

History of the Trouble. 


The actions of certain members' of 
the police department have been under 
suspicion for a number of years. The 
jealousies referred to in the letter have 
no doubt been the couse of a number 
of charges. 
The present Investigation 


began about two weeks ago, because 
two notorious women who were under 
arrest were released on what was sup- 
posed to be a fake bond. The local 
papers took the matter up and charged 
that they were released because of 
their grafts. All Kinds of'rumors were 
soon started, and the cfTtlvo —depart' 
m en t being in a state of jealousy all 
sorts of charges were made. In order 
to learn the facts of the case the lire 
and police board ordered an investiga- 
tion. 
Later the above • named men 


with the exception of Mr. Phillips wen! 
suspended pending the result of the 
Investigation.

resignations, the lire and police board 
held an executive session this evening 
and appointed Sergeant Martin Casey 
as captain to succeed Captain Martyn, 
and Sergeant A. H. Skelly in place of 
Captain Phillips.

STATE REVENUE BILL WAS 


CONSIDERED BY THE HOUSE

Denver, Fob. 19.—-The famous Mont- 


gomery revenue bill is at last under 
consideration in the Colorado assembly. 
At 11:20 this morning it was called up 
In the house upon a motion by Repre- 
sentative Martin, and the remainder of 
the day until 4 o'clock this afternoon 
was devoted to Its consideration. The 
reading of the bill occupied two hours 
and 40 minutes and was continued dur- 
ing the noon hour. The afternoon ses- 
sion was given over to the adoption 
of a few minor amendments. 


The senate refused 
to make

order for Friday at two o'clock, held a 
two hours caucus at which, time it was 
decided to

constitutional 


amendments on second reading but to 
defer their passage on -third reading 
until the supreme court shall pass upon 
the constitutionality of senate bill No. 
2, (the Rush consolidation bill.) At the 
afternoon session a few minor constitu- 
tional amendments were adopted, and 
the senate adjourned to meet the Joint 
caucus at 4 o'clock. The judiciary com- 
mittee ivill meet tomorrow morning at 
0: 30 and complete their formulations of 
questions regarding the constitution- 
ality of the Rush bill and will submit 
them to the senate tomorrow, after 
which, if agreeable, they will be scut 
to the supreme court for Its opinion.' 


IN THE HOUSE. 


The house disposed of a, few minor 
matters this morning and went into 
committee of the whole for the con- 
slderatlon of house bill No. 1. A lengthy 
discussion followed over how the bill 
should come before the house. Speaker 
Montgomery contended that the 
bill 
should be read and amended section by 
section. Representative Bell contended 
that the bill should first be reaoT at 
length and then be read by sections 
and discussed. Mr. Montgomery with- 
drew his motion and the bill was or- 
dered read. The reading began at 11:20 
a. m. and continued until 2 p. m. Dur- 
ing the reading the members took turns 
In relieving the reading clerk. Among 
those who helped to read the measure 
were Dunlavy, Dlnkle, Edwards, Mc- 
Gulre, Insley, Gray and Flatt.

not give the members time to realize 
what effect the amendment would have 
on the meaning of the bill. Immediately 
some half dozen members were on their 
feet objecting to the adoption of the fi- 
nance committee amendment! to the 
exclusion of mil.others. After an hour 
o£d«b»>te, during wbjch tlrfte the mem- 


bers became confused over what ob- 
jection had been made, It was decided 
to proceed slowly. 


The first objection to the bill w»9 
raised by Mr. Bartela against charging 
both plaintiff and defendant $1 for each 
civil suit In the district or country 
court. 'He moved that 60 cents be the 
amount charged. 
He waa oppesed to 
the entire section and gave notice that 
he would flght It later on. His motion 
was lost and the amendment as offered 
was adopted. The next objection was 
directed against the assessment of 60 
cents In filing a claim In the probate 
court. It was contended that a man 
should not be taxed because he wished 
to collect a claim against the dead. 
The objection was sustained and tho 
matter stricken- out. 


The house then adjourned for the pur* 
pose of meeting the senate In a Joint 
caucus ut 4 o'clock.

.Temporary Injunction Prevents Trust 


Absorbing Guggenheim Plant. 


New York, Feb. 16.—A temporary in- 


junction was served today on the offi- 
cers of the American Smelting and Re- 
fining company who were present at 
the company's meeting In Jersey City, 
restraining them from increasing tho 
capital i stock. The injunction will be 
argued next Tuesday before Vice Chan- 
cellor Stevens. The officers of the com- 
pany desired to Increase the capital 
stock In order fo take In the Guggan- 
he|m refinery. 


The complaint on which- the tempo- 
rary Injunction was Issued alleges that 
the American Smelting and Refining 
company had no surplus or working 
capital on January 1, 1901, and that in- 
stead, on that date its capital was ac- 
tually apd to a conslderabl extent Im- 
paired. It Ii; also alleged In the com- 
plaint that the Guggenheim property 
is not worth more than $10,000,000, and 
that the purchase Is proposed to be 
made by an Issue of new stock of the 
American Smelting and Refining com- 
pany to tho. extent of JIO.000,000 on a 
basis of 20 per cent for the preferred 
and 60 per cent for the common stock. 
It Is also declared In the complaint that 
the proposed purchase would establish 
a complete monopoly In the business of 


smelting and refining gold and silver 
ores In the United States and Mexico 
and would therefore be subjected to all 
the penalties which are prescribed by 
the statutes of 
the 
United States 
against trusts and monopolies. 
Affi- 


davits are attached to the complaint In 
support of the allegations made. 


The meeting at which the Injunction 
was served was a special one called for 
the purpose of Increasing the capital 
stock of the company from S65,000,OOC 
to $100,000,000. No business at all had 
been transacted when the Injunction 
was presented and the meeting took a 
recess until later In the day.

and seemed all but hopeless of avoid- 
ing the officers who are searching for 
him. 
In hia alleged confession the fu- 
gitive Is reported to have stated that 
he could no longer trust those who had 
been his friends owing to the big re- 
ward offered for his apprehension and 
that he knew nut which way to turn.

London, Feb. 16.—The hopes that tKe 


turning 
point of the war in South 


Africa is within sight, now permeating 
the editorials and Inspiring the mar- 
kets, are probably doomed to disap- 
pointment. 
The pacification 
of 
the 
Boers, If accomplished, will be a slow 
matter, which decisive engagements 
can effect but little. 
The war office 


expects from Gen. Kitchener no stroke 
such as settled forever tKe future of the 
Soudan. 


The heads of Great Britain's war de- 
partment scarcely know more than the 
public, except that the stern, laconic 
commander of 
the troops in South 


Africa is busily engaged In systematiz- 
ing his huge forces for an extended 
campaign. In him they trust implicitly 
and no amount of taciturnity makes 
their faith waver, though they read 
with regret articles leading the public 
to believe that the Boers are likely to 
be scon snuffed out by one or several 
engagements. During the months Gen. 
Kitchener has had the command in 
South Africa he has been applying his 
energies to prepare 
for events six 


months hence, rather than to dealing 
with the emergencies of the present. 


The secretary of state for war, Will- 


iam St. John Broderlck, and his fellow 
cabinet ministers believe the same re- 
sistless progress which comes only by 
the perfection of every minor detail of 
the machinery will eventually reward 
Gen. 
Kitchener's patience, as It did In 
the Soudan. But In private conversa- 
tion they frankly confess that It is ut- 
terly Impossible to speculate on the 
time which must elapse before the end 
Is achieved and It Is quite wrong to 
attribute undue Importance to Isolated 
British victories. Even the capture of 
De Wet, they now think, would only In 
a small degree hasten the pacification 
of the entered territory, which Is In 
such a hostile condition. 
When the 


republics become In fact, instead of in 
name, colonies of Great prltaln, Gen. 
Kitchener will be the man who will get 
the credit and on whom the rewards 
will be beaned.

slni, the Russian ambassador, this aft- 
ernoon received a cablegram from the 
Russian foreign office confirming the 
report of the Issue of the decree impos- 
ing Increased duties on certain Ameri- 
can Imports into Russia and took steps 
to Inform the state department accord- 
ingly. 


It Is realized that a grave crisis has 
been reached In the trade relations of 
the United States and Russia. The Im- 
mediate effect of the Russian decree, 
when It becomes operative on March 1, 
will be to increase by 50 per cent the 
duty on American machinery, steel and 
iron goods. These goods already enjoy 
two separate reductions, 30 per cent 
being taken off from the general and 20 
per cent from the conventional duties. 
The articles referred to In the Rus- 
sian decree are machinery and tools of 
every kind, manufactures and products 
of cast Iron and steel. Roughly stated 
the United States Is said to have ex- 
ported goods of this description to Rus- 
sia last year to tho amount of about 
$30.000,000. 


The addition of 50 per cent to the 


duty, will, it |s thought, prove practi- 
cally prohibitory. The action taken to- 
day means that the Russian govern- 
ment will not concern Itself with a test 
case nor await the Issue of, such a cose. 
Hotverer. there is an expectation that 
the American Importers of 
Russian 
sugar will make the fight on their own 
interest. 
Some cargoes of 
Russian 
sugar are now afloat and on the way 
to the United States where at least one 
Is due to arrive in the next 10 days. It 
Is not doubted that the consignees In 
the United States will, rather than pay 


the countervailing duty, which would 
make It Impossible to compete with 
other sugar, make up a test case. If 
the issue favors the Russian side then 
the obnoxious decree will be amended 
though it is not denied that the Rus- 
sian government feels offended. 
The text of the Russian order Is as 
follows: 


"An order of the Russian minister of 
finance directs additional tariff of 30 
per cent net Imposed upon articles In- 
cluded in paragraphs 160, 151, 162, 158, 
•161 and Section 2, discriminating tariff 
upon American hardware, Iron, steel, 
boilers, pipes, forgings, castings, tools, 
gas and water meters, dynamos, sewing 
machines, paragraph 167 of the Russian 
tariff la^vs, when such articles are of 
American manufacture. 
This includes 
motors and machinery of all kinds;"

national Irrigation problem may occur 
hrough a bill Introduced the other day 
ly Congressman Francis G. Newlands 
of Nevada.

noney received from sale of public 
ands In the arid and seml-nrld states 
and' territories shall be paid into a fund 
:o be' known as the "arid land reclama- 
.lort fund." 
The geological survey Is 
nstructed to continue its investigations 
and surveys and to make reports to the 
secretary of the Interior who then may 
vlthdraw from entry reservoir sites and 
he adjacent land to be Irrigated. Upon 
he determination by the secretary of 
he Interior of the practicability of any 
certain project of reclamation, he may 
et contracts for Its construction to be 
raid for out of the arid land reclama- 
ion fund. 
Then, upon the completion of each Ir 
rlgatlon project, the total cost thereo 
ihall.be. divided pro rata per acre of the 
ands to be, irrigated, and that amoun 
made a charge aglnst the land.

John A. Valentine President of Park 


Floral Company Shot by 8. A. 
Thorpe a Railroad Brakeman.

17.—John A. Valentine, 
resident of the Park Floral company, 
vas shot at 11:30 this morning In his 
tore at 16th and Champa streets by 
I. A, Thorpe, a Colorado and South- 
irn prakcman. 
Thorpe Is In jail and 


Valentine Is at St. Luke's hospital. 
The physicians have examined his in- 
urles apd pronounce them not ncces- 
arily fatal but exceedingly painful. 
nhere arc three wounds, one on each 
houider and one on top of tho head. 
Tho shooting was the result of u 
mistaken Idea that Thorpe had formed 
n regard to trouble that he had had 
vlth his wife. 
They had buen room- 


ng of late at the Colorado house. 
He 
ad recently been 
having 
domestic 
rouble and he had an idea that Val- 
ntlne and another man named Scott, 
vhb was employed by Valentine, were 
esponslble for his trouble. 
Wednesday afternoon he went to the

He threatened to kill both Scott und 
/alentlne, mating as thc cause, his 
cllef that th,ey: wero' responsible for 
he ruin

toutly denied the accusation and ac- 
ompanled Thorpe to

tent to Valentine's home and repre- 
ented to Mrs. Valentine that he was 


detective and, held papers for the 
rrest of Valentine.

hat he himself was Thorpe but that 
e held papers for the arrest of Val- 
ntlna on complaint of Thorpe. Mrs. 
'ulentlne directed him to the store 
nd to)d him that her husband was able 
o answer any such charges for hlm- 
elf but that she did not believe them. 
This morning when Valentine saw 
horpe enter the store he Immediately 
xpected trouble and attempted to put 
|m out. A scuffle took place then 
nd there and the shots were fired 
urine the melee. 
Thorpe now says, 
hat he went to the store this morn- 
ng with the Intention of apologizing 
o both Scott and Valentine, he hav- 
ng found after making the charges, 
mt neither of the men was In any 
ay connected with the trouble.

pw exonerates both wholly. He claims 
mt as soon as he entered the store 
alentlne began abusing him and at- 
empting to throw him out and that 
le shots were fired In self defense. 
Thorpe has resided in Denver for 
sveral years arid engaged In rail- 
pad, work,, He has been married 18 
ipnths and has no children.

came here from 
Kansas

years ago where he was In the employ 
of the Missouri Pacific company. He 
has been president of the Park Floral 
company since 1S94. 


Late tonight It Is stated that Val- 


entlqfc's wounds are mere flesh wounds 
and that unless unforseen coVnpllca- 
tlons set In there is no Immediate 
danger of fatal results from the af- 
fray.

A FIRST CLASS CITY. 


T 


HE FORMAL PROCLAMATION of Governor Or- 


man, issued late on Friday, is the most important 
formality In the change of this city's civic con- 
dition and makes It certain that at the coming 


spring election this city will be organized according to the 
state law relating to a city of the first class. 


The changes.in our city organization resulting from 


this'.transfer have already been explained In these columns, 
and will become familiar to all our citizens in the course 


• of the.next*few-weeks. The number .of the wards will 
'continue the'same at least until after election, and as the 
law provides that there shall be only one alderman for 
each-.ward, it, follows that there :wlll be no aldermen elect- 
'ed'.In: Colorado)Springs this year, and.Messrs. Mclntyre, 
Hawks, St. John, Banning and Madden will constitute 
the new city Council until such time as new wards are ad- 
d'ed to the city, not to exceed eight In- all. 
• 


, '„ 'Np,.pther cltyr.offlcer will hold over. The mayor, city 


clei% city.1 treasurer,: city attorney and city engineer are 
to be elected by the people, and In addition a new officer, 
the city, auditor. The1 city marshal, who has heretofore 
been elected by the people will hereafter be appointed 
by-.the mayqr,with the consent, of'the-council and desig- 
nated as chief of police and the policemen will be appointed 
in the same way. The police magistrate will be elected 
by the council instead of by the people as at present. 


Under the new law the mayor will'have the power to 


veto all resolutions or contracts involving the expenditure 
of money, and alVordinances, but these.may be passed over 
his veto by.a.>tw6> thirdsvote of-the council. 


In other ways the,power of the city .government Is 


increased and made more effective, but,the,main changes 
have already been mentioned. The object of these changes 
is to * Increase the value of the city organization to the 
people, and to'utilize the larger powers that result from 
increasing-population. With proper interest in dty affairs 
by the people the first-class scheme of government will 
:do. this,'but It ought always'to be remembered that no 
'system of government can be so planned that It will run 
itself. The •intelligent, constant interest of the people IK 
the-prime requisite for good city government unrlcr any 
form,°and In the long run ,the quality of. government we 
have-will be the expression of tho popular character and 
standards.

THE SENATE MINORITY. 


HE DECLARATION by Senator Teller that the 


minority in the senate will not permit a vote to 
be taken on-the subsidy bill at this session will 


1 "•' 
revive interest In the disputed question as 
to 


whether a custom that makes It possible for the minority 
to block legislation and to defeat the will of the majority 
is consistent with the;welfare of the nation. 


\In the present case it may be urged in behalf of Sena- 


tor Teller and his.friends that they are sincere in their 
belief-that the passage.of the ship subsidy bill, would be an 
extravagant voting away of the national money, that It 
would be productive of evil in various other ways, and 
that it would fail to accomplish the objects sought to be 
»ecured;by this bill. It may be-further alleged that be- 


^lievlng as they do about this matter, Senator Teller and 
his.associates,not only have the right but It must be 
their duty to oppose the bill by every means In their 
power, even to the extent of employing the "courtesy 
of the senate" to prevent a vote upon it. 


' But on the other hand it is to the majority senators that 


is committed the duty and the responsibility of carrying on 
the affairs of the government. If they • believe that the 
commercial interests of the nation require the expendi- 
ture of la certain amount of money In encouraging Ameri- 
can ship building and the carrying trade, they have a 
right to expect that after a fair and reasonable amount 
•t discussion, the minority shall yield at least so far as to 
permit of a vote upon a measure for which the majority 
wiM be held accountable before the people. 


•Any; other-view than this strikes at the foundation of 


free-government, which is the principle of majority rule. 
If ;a minority in the senate possesses and exercises the 
right to prevent thei passage of any legislation to which, 
lor any reason, it is not willing to give its consent, then 
the operations of the government are dependent upon the 
will of'the minority, and the conduct of public affairs be- 
comes a" question ot the tact, discretion and patriotism 
With which the minority exercises its power of obstruction. 


The dangers of such a system are self evident, and 


Wrought not to be allowed to exist. It has .existed only 
because the minority as a rule exercises its privilege with 
reason and good sense. From time to time cases occur like 
the present one, in which it does not do so, and these ex- 
pose,the wrong of the system. The United States senate 
Is one of the few legislative bodies of the world that 
possess no rule for the closure of debate, but its amend- 
ment In .this. particular will depend upon the extent to 
which the minority.. Bins against the public welfare and 
'the:spirit-of free government Senator Teller probably 
understands where the dead line is as well as any one 
and he counts upon the conservatism'of the senate and the 
probability that it will not happen again right away, to 
make his policy of opposition an entire success in the 
present case 


The general assembly should not allow either preju- 
dice or favoritism to influence H in arranging for a fair 
•n'd equitable assessment of all property in the state. 
Property of the same kind should be assessed by the same 
taxation power, and any other system is manifestly unjust 
and .will breed distrust of the entire revenue measure and 
„,.. —x- unnecessary trouble' and litigation in its en

A CHANGE AT YALE. 


CHANGE has been made Jn the course of study at 


Yale which will receive general attention from 
those interested In higher education throughout 
the country. The new arrangement is based upon 


He idea that It is often possible for a student who is better 
repared or better equipped mentally than the average, 
)%is'h the college course In less time than the four years 
anally required. At Yale and elsewhere it has always 
'een possible for a student to enter an upper class by pass- 
ng the required examination, or by the same means to 
cquire an advanced standing after entrance, thus in a 
ense completing the course and obtaining a degree in 
hree xears, two years or even one year. .But the new order 
will hereafter permit a student in one of the three upper 
lasses at Yale who Is sufficiently equipped to anticipate 
part of the work of the class in which he is enrolled by 
assing an examination therein at the beginning of the 
ear, and to have an equivalent number of hours counted 
n his favor toward the total number of sixty hours a week 
or each year which are required to get a degree. The 
ay in which the arrangement may work is thus explained 
y a member of the faculty: 


"Heretofore a number of men have been admitted to 


he freshman class who were especially well prepared In 
ome subjects and quite able te omit the course in those 
ubjects offered to their class and pass on at once to the 
dvanced course in the subjects offered to sophomores, 
nder the new plan these men would be encouraged to at 
nee anticipate that part of their frsshman year's work 
y an examination, getting credit for so many hours 
oward the total of sixty, and be admitted at once to an 
dvanced course, for instance, in one ef the modern lan- 
uages or in mathematics. Another small class of men 
ome to collet* well prepared, and able and willing to 
o more than the successive work each class calls for with 
view to attaining their decree in less than four years, 
nder the new plan these men are eneowaged to antlci- 
ate a part of their freshman year work at once, and 
nough of the work of later years, during subsequent sum- 
mer vacations, to enable them to complete the •sixty hours 
Ithln three years. This class of men is 
necessarily 


mall, but made up of mature and earnest students, to 
bom it is a matter of serious importance to complete their 
ourse in less than the four years," 


It will be seen from this statement that the number 


f students who will be able to avail.themselves of the 
tort cut to a degree will be comparatively small and 
hey are not likely to have a marked effect upon the gen- 
ral life of the college. 


The experiment will be an interesting one, but It may 


ell be questioned whether even in the case of the student 
ho is exceptionally .brilliant the result of the new plan 
ill be entirely satisfactory. It is not true that the value 
f a college course can be summed up in the facts learned 
urlng the course, nor in the ability to answer a list of 
uestlons or to do a fixed amount of mental work in a spe~ 
ifled time. There is a great deal in the college course 
utside of that, and H is perfectly possible to crowd the 
;udent through the course at such a rate that it is impos- 
ble for him to get the training and the development and 
he education for which a reasonable amount of time is 
equired. The statement of a member of the faculty speaks 
f a small class of mature students to whom it is a matter 
f serious Importance to complete their .course in less than 
our years. Possibly In exceptional cases the new plan 
'ould be found to work well, but ordinarily the gain in 
Ime would be more than compensated for by the loss 
f other things. 


The college student who tries to compress the course 


f a first-class American curriculum into less than four 
ears does so only by extraordinary efforts. He gives up 
11 thoughts of amusement or recreation, he takes neither 
lOllday nor vacation, too often he sacrifices his health 
n the effort to do four years' work in three years' time 
nd at the end he has failed to learn the important 
esson that the greatest amount of work is possible enly 
to the.man who is reasonable about his efforts and his 


rs. 
The best educated man Is not the one who can get 


brough the college work, in the least'amount of time, 
any more than it is the one that receives the highest 
mark, and for that reason the new departure at Yale is a 
oncessien to a false idea, a lowering of a standard that 
ought to h* rigidly maintained by the leading American 
colleges.

THE REVENUE BILL 


T 


HE MOST IMPORTANT measure before the state legislature is the Montgomery revenue bill. That bill 


contemplates a complete and radical-revision of the entire revenue system of the state. That more revenue 
is required to carry on the business of the state no one questions and that it should be raised by 
more equitable distribution of the burdens ot taxation than exists at the-present time is equally cer- 


tain. But this measure makes some new and radical departures in the taxation of property and the legislators 
should be quite certain that all property of the same class Is equally and fairly treated. They should also bear 
in mind that while It is essential to raise more-revenue it IB equally important not to retard development or dis- 
courage new business enterprises at such a vital'.time as the present in the industrial affairs of bur state. After 
eight years of terrible business stagnation this State has Just entered upon the up-grade of industrial and com- 
mercial growth and to unjustly or thoughtlessly or foolishly Interfere with that growth will be little less than 
a crime and one which the political par(y responsible for will not recover from in many a long year. The spur and the 
lash which are being applied in some quarters tq pass this measure with all of its imperfections and errors should 
be disregarded by every honest member of the legislature and every provision of this bill should be debated 
and considered most thoroughly before Jt is adopted. 


The legislators should remember that they are changing a system of taxation which has been in force in 


this state for twenty-five years and which was copied from the best models of laws in force In the older states at 
the time of its adoption. It is no light or trivial matter with which they have to deal and If it requires the whole 
balance of the session to adjust the provisions of this bill so as to make It equitable to all property and interests 
sought to be taxed by Its provisions,'surely the time could not be better or more profitably spent. 


With capital once more Just beginning to flow into this state, with our wealthy citizens pouring out their money 


into all legitimate business enterprise^, with new railroads, new electric lines, new factories, new smelters and 
new industries of all kinds springing up on every hand Colorado cannot afford to be afflicted with any experi- 
mental revenue measure, or one that Is Inconsistent, inequitable or needlessly burdensome in its provisions. 


Neither should the general assembly be influenced in any of its actions by the small political spites or per- 


sonal prejudices of any of its members in fixing an equitable tax upon any particular kind of property. 


Property of similar kind should be placed under .the control of the same assessing power and -nothing should 


cause the legislature to deviate one iota from this sound principle. Any other attempt will lead into confusion, 
partiality, litigation, nullity of the law'and unconstitutionally of the act. 
' 


The first consideration should be to make'all taxes as. light as possible. The second to so shape legislation 


that not the slightest discrimination shall exist in the taxation of all property. The third that no burdensome 
tax shall be imposed upon enterprises which are necessary to the development and future growth of the 
state. The fourth that the measure shall comprehend the entire state in its scope and not try to punish or reward 
any particular Interest In any particular section of the state. 


No desire to make political or other capital should influence the legislators in this important work. When 


this bill becomes a law It should be in such shape that It can stand upon the statute book for the next twenty- 
five years without need of any material change In Its provisions. 


One of the most essential things to the growth of a new state is to have taxes as light as possible BUT ABO \'li. 


EVERYTHING ELSE TO HAVE THEM CERTAIN AND NOT SUBJECT TO CHANGE BY EACH SUCCEEDING 
LEGISLATURE. 


The present general assembly Is blessed with many able, honest and fearless'men in its membership and, it Is 


perfectly competent to deal with this important and intricate question of just and equal taxation, and if It will 
but take the necessary time and give the proper thought and study to the matter, we will have a revenue law 
which will give us ample funds for every legitimate purpose and that without increasing any of the present bur- 
dens of the people.

' The example of Panay can scarcely fail to have a very 


powerful effect in the-other islands. What Colonel Rice 
has succeeded in dfling In Panay is to remove the ignor- 
ance and misunderstanding, in. regard to the American 
purposes and character. If this can also be done'in other 
islands a like result may.be expected. 


MR. TESEA'S -DISCOVERIES 


|OLORADO SPRINGS.people^will read with consider- 


able interest, though with no great amount'of sat- 
isfaction, the article in the current number of Col- 
lier's Weekly, written by Nicola Tesla and dealing 


with his recent scientific discoveries and experiments. 


Mr. Tesla's laboratory east of this city has been an 


object of interest to the curious for many months past, 
and the reports that have gone forth regarding the won- 
derful discoveries have awakened a lively desire to learn of 
their extent and detail from tho inventor himself. 


Unfortunately for the curious reader, Mr. Tesla does 


not possessor if he possesses he does not exercise, the art 
of conveying exact and complete information. We learn 
from this article that in this laboratory, which Mr. Tesla 
describes as being located "In the Colorado mountains." 
he has produced currents of exceptional force and volume, 
that he expects to be able to communicate without wires 
to any part of the earth, and that he thinks he will be 
able to furnish electric power at a distance also without 
wires.. As for the most marvelous part of his discovery 
wo understand that Mr. Tesla has detected certain electric 
Impulses for which he can assign no earthly cause and that 
he is committed to the theory that they are the result 
of intelligent action from some point outside the earth. 
Further than this Mr. Tesla expresses his ability to con- 
struct an. apparatus capable of returning an answer to 
these communications. 


All these things ' are interesting as far 
as they 


go. We know of no good reason why they should not be 
true, and it would most certainly be a most difficult task 
to demonstrate their falsity. Mr. Tesla does not, it is 
true, adopt the methods that have commended themselves 
to some other scientists in making known the results of 
his experiments, but that is his affair. 


Possibly the most satisfactory part of his article is that 


in which he intimates that in the near future he will re- 
turn to his Colorado Springs laboratory an'd resume the 
work that has attracted such wide attention.

. Prentiss at Shiloh. 


(St. Louis Globe-Democrat.) 


Some myths are connected with nearly 
every great battle. Shiloh has more 
than its share. The first accounts ol 
the fierce struggle contained several 
leading inaccuracies. History has con- 
ceded that the attack was a surprise. 
But the usual conception Is that the en- 
tire Union army was pbunced upon al 
the same Instant and barely had time 
to form a line. That sort of universal 
surprise could not have happened, for 
the camps were a series with intervals 
between, and some much nearer the 
river than others. As General Prentiss' 
division was missing at the end of the 
first day's fighting, the story went 
forth that that-portion of the army had 
been caught in their tents and taken 
prisoners early in the morning. But 
General Grant, in an article contrib- 
uted to the Century war papers, de- 
scribes exactly what happened to Pren- 
tiss. The attack began at 5:80 in the 
morning. In one of the. backward 
moves, Grant says, "General Prentiss 
did not fall back with the others. This 
left his flanks exposed, and enabled 
the enemy to capture him, with about 
2,200 of his officers and men. General 
Badeau gives 4 o'clock of the 6th as 
about the time this capture took place. 
He may be right as to the time, but 
my recollection is that it was an hour 
later. General Prentiss hlnuelf gave 
the hour as 5:30. I-was with htm, as I 
was with each of the division com- 
manders that day, several times, and 
my recollection is that the last time'I 
was with him was about 4:30, when his 
division was standing up firmly, and the 
general was as cool as if expecting vic- 
tory." 


But the story as originally published 
became fixed in the popular mind, and 
wherever the late General Prentiss went 
after the war be was asked to relate 
how he and his division .were pulled out 
of their blankets at daybreak and start- 
ed on the road to Confederate prisons, 
Seneral .Grant says en this point:- "II 
t had been true, as currently reported 
at that time, and yet believed by thou- 
sands of people, that Prentiss and his 
division:had been captured . in their 
beds, there would not have been an all- 
day struggle, with the loss of thousands 
killed and wounded on the Confederate 
side." In another of the century war 
papers General Beaurecard says: "Ex- 
actly at 6:a. m. Prentlss' whole divis- 
ion was. under, fire, and the. battle of 
Shiloh began in earnest." ,Ttie Confed- 
erate army had been set in motion at 5 
a. m., and the first collision, as General 
Beauregard states, 'was with ."five com- 
panies of Prentiss' division, dispatched 
well to the front of General Prentiss, 
)f his own motion, as early as 3 a., m. 
But for this Incident, due solely to the 
ntellieent, soldierly forethought of an 
officer not trained-to the business of 
war, : the whole Federal front would 
lave been struck wholly unawares, for 
nowhere else had such prudence been 
shown:"

Missed Their Leader. 


Then It was that they found their need 


of a leader. They once more marched to 
the state house square to talk over the 
situation.

The 
doughty Mrs. Nation had been released 
from the city prison as soon as she was 
gotten there and she again started out 
on. her work. She gathered about her 
some of her followers that had not fol- 
lowed when the large number went 
back to the state house grounds and 
commanded them to follow her. She 
led the way to a livery stable, where 
some bars were stored. 


She was met at the door by the pro- 


prietor, who assured her that there 
was nothing: of the kind In the building.

Details Received of the Union 


Mine Horror. 


Process of Flooding the Mines Con- 


tinues—Aid for Families—Full 


list of of the Dead. 


Vancouver, 
B. C., Feb. 17.—Addi- 


tional details continue to come from 
the Union mines on Vancouver Island, 
where the horrible fatality occurred 
Friday forenoon. 
The accident has 


thrown the towns of Cumberland and 
Nanalmo Into a state of gloom. The 
Canadian Pacific Railway company's 
steamer Tar-tar arrlvcr at Vancouver 
this afternoon from the coaling station, 
li miles from Cumberland. She brought 
two passengers, H. Raymond and Geo. 
Bennett, both coal miners. Neither 
had any theory as to the cause of tho 
explosion In No. 6 shaft, In which the 
accident occurred. They say the cause 
is . not 
known 
and 
will 
never 


be 
known. 
When 
the 
Tartar 


left 
ITnlon this morning the latest 


news from No. 6 shaft was that the 
Hooding process jv^s still being con- 
tinued. The fire was still burning,, al- 
though not so fiercely as during' the 
preceding 36 hours. It will be several 
days, Raymond says, before the bodies 
of the 61 entombed miners can be re- 
covered, because after the fire has been 
completely put out It will be necessary 
to pump the water o\it of the mine be- 
fore a rescuing party can hope to re- 
move the corpses now lying at -the bot- 
tom of the shaft. 
Shor.tlx before the 
Tartar sailed from Union this morning 
the steamer Joan arrived, having on 
board Premier James Dunsmulr of the 
British Columbia government, who Is 
also partial owner of the Cumberland 
mines. After leaving Vancouver on the 
Joan on Saturday afternoon Dunsmulr 
called at Jfanalmo and left there last 
night for Union In a heavy sea and 
blinding snow storm, which made nav- 
igation difficult. The Joan was finally 
compelled to return to Nanalmo at 
midnight, 
making a fresh start for 


Union before daybreak. The families 
of the dead miners require financial as- 
sistance, which will 
be forthcoming 


from more than one source. The mayor 
of Vancouver has already taken steps 
to aid the bereaved families and other 
cities are taking similar action. In the 
meantime Premier Dunsmuir has or- 
dered the storekeepers at Cumberland 
to give the distressed 
families what 


supplies they may need.

Count Von Waldersee Asks the Co* 


operation of Foreign Generals. 


WILL START IN TWO WEEKS 


The Objective Point Will Probably 


Be Sian-fu—General Chaffee May 


Await Instructions. 


Peking, Feb. 17.—A few days ago 


Count von Waldersee wrote to the gen- 
erals under the supervision notifying 
them to have all their available troops 
ready in two weeks for an expedition 
lasting 80 days. Today Gen. Chaffee 
and Gen. Voyron, the French com- 
mander, received letters asking for 
their co-operation and expressing a de- 
sire to know what 
forces they can 


spare. 
In commencing his letter to 


Gen. Chaffee, 
Count von Waldersee 
sa vs: 


"Owing to the unsatisfactory nature 


of the negotiations for peace and also 
to circumstances 
rendering 
such a 


course desirable, It will probably be 
necessary to resume military opera- 
tions on a large scale, especially toward 
the west." 


It is not thought likely that 
Gen. 


Chaffee will agree to such a plan with- 
out Instructions from Washington. The 
French commander, however, Is ex- 
pected to do so. Count von Waldersee's 
plnns contemplate offering the com- 
mand of the expedition In the first In- 
stance to Sir Alfred Gazelee, the Brit- 
ish commander, but It Is believed that 
In view of his 'recent Illness Gen. Gaze- 
lee will Inform Count von Waldersee 
that he Is unable to accept the com- 
mand. In that event it will be offered 
.to Gen. •Voyron, provided the French 
fall In with'the arrangement which 
Cuunt von Waldersee believes will be 


the case. Such an offer to Gen. Voyron 
would have the effect, it Is thought, uf 
overcoming the differences which havo 
existed between the French and Ger^ 
mans because It would be a demonstra* 
tlon of Count von Waldersee'a con- 
fidence in the military ability of the 
French contingent. Kre long an an- 
nouncement Is expected that the desti- 
nation of the proposed expedition la 
Sian-fu. 
Tho foreign envoys believe 


Its object to be to compel the Chinese 
to accept the terms of the powers. It 
is thought that when It becomes known- 
that the expedition has started the Im- 
perial court will hasten to. comply Im- 
mediately with all the demands of the 
Joint note.

St. Petersburg, Feb. 17.—Shrewd ob- 
servers In St. Petersburg believe that 
the Russian minister of finance, M. De- 
wltte, In Imposing a dlscrlminatng duty 
on American manufacturers of Iron and 
steel was not only animated by a desire 
to protect Russian sugar producers but 
was eaeer to seize an opportunity to 
mobilize Russia's Industrial, army, with 
a view of proving Its ability to stand the 
test of a tariff 
war. It Is believed, 
moreover, that he desires to Impress 
Germany even more«than the United 
States.

The Russian press does'hot give any 
particular approval to.the'-cxperlment. 
The Bourse Gaieti6,:S«uaay influenced 
by the minister.of flnancp', warns both 
sides against Impllcit'-faltri In the Bls- 
marcklan theory IhttUvtarlff wars do not 
disturb good political relations, pointing 
out that experiences have shown the op- 
posite to be the case as a rule. 


"We hope the friction will be as quick- 


ly removed as it arose," continues the 
Bourse Gazette, "since the political re- 
lations now existing between the two 
powers are the best .they have ever 
known. Both are playing the game of 
tertium gaudens which Is preparing a 
blow against both. Doubtless American 
public opinion is wiser than the sugar 
producers *«nd the Kovernment that is 
acting In their interests."

Loaning of Priority of Water Rights

The senator was ab- 


sent during the discussion of the bill 
on second reading, so was Riven per- 
mission this morning to debate It un- 
der third reading. 
He delivered one 


of- the best arguments that has brae 
offered during the session. 
He not 
only had the Individual Ideas of the 
senators to contend with but he also 
had to flght the power of the Demo- 
cratic caucus which had aduntnd the 
bill. 
His argument 
was 
directed 
against the constitutionality of the pro- 
posed amendments. 
The result 
of 
bis address was that tho senate in- 
structed the- judiciary committee to 
draft questions on the hill regarding 
whether It was constitutional or not 
and submit them to the supreme court 
and request that that body pass up- 
on them before the measure was adopt- 
ed. 
As It now stands the chances for 


adoption or rejection of the hill are 
equal. 
It Is Bald the supreme court 
will submit a report within the next 
ten days. 


The house spent the entire day on 
the consideration of bills on the th-ril 
reading. The principal measures adopt- 
ed were the L-ubers and McLean bills 
repealing that, part of the present law 
In relation to the loaning of the pri- 
ority of water rights. 
The Montgomery act, defining the 


powers and duties 
of 
marshal 
In 
:ltles of the second class, and the Bell 
bill, concering, the election of officers 
of the cities of the second class, were 
ooth passed. 
The house by a decided 


majority vote made the revenue bill 
a special order for tomorrow morning. 


' SENATE SESSION. 


The senate met at 10 o'clock this 
morning and after disposing of a. num- 
ber of minor matters began the con- 
sideration of the Rush consolidation 
bill on the third reading. 
Senator Whitford Immediately began 


his address and continued to speak un- 
•II 12:20. 
He was opposed to the bill 


because he believed it unconstitutional 
'.n Its present form. He contended that 
It was unfair to the people of Denver 
und was poor politics. 
Mr. Whitford 
directed the greater part ot his re- 
marks to proving that, the bill was un- 
constitutional. He felt' that an amend- 
ment to the contitutlon must be ger- 
mane to the matter that Is ameded, 
•nd that the amendment must amend 
something that is already In the con- 
stitution. 
He contended 
that 
the 


amendment Is new matter because It 
!s not an amendment to anything that 
now appears on the statute book. 
He 


contended that the"whole meat of the 
amendment was the consolidation of 
tho branches of government in the 
city and county of Denver, and as 
•such it was not a proper subject of 
action by the legislature. 
He contend- 


ed that only six'articles of 'the con- 
titutlon could be amended at one time 
and that the bill amended more than 
alx; as follows: 


First, conferring certain powers on 
county government that have been on 
municipal governments; 


Second, giving the power of eminent 


domain to the city and county of Den- 
ver, when it should be given to the 
general assembly; 


Third,,the bill completely does away 
with tha board of county commission- 
ers, thus amending section S of ar- 
ticle 16; 


Fourth, taking the power to select a 


board' of county commissioners out of 
the hands of the people; 


Fifth, It changes the mode of pro- 
ceedure In the removal of certain of- 
ficers; 


Sixth, It does away with the county 
treasurer which amends article 12; 


Seventh, It changes the right to em- 
power the city of Denver to raise rev- 
enue for municipal purposes from tho 
general assembly to the people of thn 
city and county of Denver, thus amend- 
ing article 10; 


Eighth, it amends the present con- 
stitution by prescribing new rules for 
the collecting and distributing ot the 
school fund; 


Ninth, It changes the manner of fill- 
Ing vacancies in the judicial depart- 
ment of our government. 


Mr. Whitford contended that the bill 
should have been submitted 
as 
an 


amendment to article 9 of the consti- 
tution instead of being brought In ua 
a new bill. 
He claims that it would 
take all the power of Hie state from 
over Denver and put It entirely In 
the hands of the people of Denver. 


During the afternoon Senator Rush 
the author of the bill, answered Sena- 
tor Whltford's arguments, but In or- 
der that there should ho no question 
regarding the constitutionality of the 
Dill, he made the motion to refer It 
to the supreme court as outlined above. 


A few other minor bills passed the 
senate on third reading, among them 
being the Graves bill, regulating the 
practice of dentistry. 


IN THE HOUSE. 


the members of the house re- 
turned their places this morning, the 
flrst object to be seen on their desks 
was the house calendar for today, with 
the following appearing: for first con- 
signation, under "General Orders":

Priority of Water Bights. 


The first hill considered was the Lu- 
bers nnd McLean bill, repealing section 
3 of nn act In relation to Irrigation. 
The bill provides against the loaning 
of priority water rights. Mr. Martin 
moved to recommit the bill to the com- 
mittee of the whole. 


The debato to recommit was filled 


with a number of personalities. Mr. 
Martin supported his motion by stat- 
ins that the present law did not work a 
hardship and that if It did the courts 
could be appealed to, Mr. Hammond 
hold the same view. Mr. McLean spoke 
against the motion. He felt that the 
motion was made simply to delay the 
passare of the hill. He contended that 
the present laws worked a hardship 
upon the people of Prowcrs county. 


Mr. Lubora made the principal ad- 
dress against the motion to recommit. 
He charged Water Commissioner Chew 
of Pueblo with having on a number of 
occasions called 
the present law a 


"damnable outrage," and that now he 
was defending 
It. Mr. Lubers con- 


tinued by saying, in most emphatic 
language, that Mr. Chew prevaricated 
when he said that the present law was 
satisfactory to a majority of the ditch 
owners, 


Mr. Lubers 
spoke very 
severely 
against Mr. Martin for moving to re- 
commit and accused him of making the 
motion because of the Influence of the 
Bessemer Ditch company and also the 
Iniluence of those members of the Colo- 
rado Fuel and Iron company, who are 
Interested In the Bessemer ditch. 


The Bill was Passed. 


Immediately after the noon recess-the 
previous question was demanded on the 
irrigation bill The motion to recom- 
mit was lost. The bill then passed third 
reading by a vote of 41 to 8.

Providing for Election of School Di- 


rectors at the General Election

jy Mr. Hollenbeck provides for the elec- 
tion of school directors at the general 
election In November of each 
year. 


There will be no emblem or anything 
opposite the name of thu candidates to 
show to what political party they may 
belong. The bill provides that the name 
of the condidates shall appear at the 
bottom of the ballot and they are voted 
on In the same manner as constitutional 
amendments. The judges of the generul 
election will be the judges of the school 
election and will make the returns the 
same as arc made for county nnd state 
elections. No matters pertaining lo 
schools shall rome up at the general 
election except the election of school 
directors. It is not the intention that 
political parties shall name these can- 
didates for school directors and it is 
not believed they will desire to do so 


'Mr. Hollenbeck says the purpose of 


the measure Is to take the election of 
school directors out of the control of 
unscrupulous persons and to have an 
honest election and a fair count.

today that they will not accept the offer 
of the company for a settlement of the 
strike and that they will stand by their 
original demands. Monday afternoon the 
officers of the C. F.- and I. company held 
a conference and decided to offer the men 
time and a half for over time, Sunday 
and holiday work, but would make . a 
slight reduction In the regular pay sched- 
ule, amounting to about 10 conts a day. 
The original demand of the strikers was 
tlmo and a half for over time, and double 
tlmo for Sundays and holidays, with a 
regular dally schedule of J3.25 for ten 
hours work. The management of the steel 
works says that It has mode Its final offer 
and will now proceed to get men wherever 
It can. Second Vice President Keough 
of the International Union of iron Mould- 
ers from Cleveland, Ohio, will be In the 
city In 'a few days to investigate the 
strike and there Is no. doubt but that the 
men will be backed up by the Inter- 
national organization.
